One-Third Of Plots 
In Paperback Books 
Deal With Seduction 


St. Benedict, Ore. —(NC)— The 
lots of 11 out of 33 paperback 

oks, put out by various publish- 
ers, dealt with seduction, a recent 
survey shows. 

The survey was made by M 
Kiely, librarian in a large hig 
school in Rhode Island; It was 
done at the request of Clarence 
Sherman, chairman of the Rhode 
Island commission to investigate 
the publication, sale and reading 
by young people of pulp magazines 
and paperback books. Results of 
the survey were revealed in St. 
Joseph's Magazine, published here. 


MISS KIELY reported that five 
of the 33 paperback books had for 
their plot either sex perversion, 
incest, or sex abnormalities. Five 
had for their main plot teen-age 
violence, and three were illustrated 
Manuals of sex instructions. 


As a favorable contrast, she 
found that all 18 comic books 
which she had bought during the 
course of the survey bore the 
comics code seal, and that all 
were clean and wholesome. 


During the survey 66 magazines 
also Were examined, In 19 of them, 
scenes of excessive violence were 
described. Six of the magazines 
Presented criminals as glamorous
